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What Ils SSN?

SSN is the Silver State Nat, an ex- 
perimental concept in traffic nets. SSN 
is basically a phone net but with pro- 
cedures which aré a blend of phone net 
friendliness and CW net Precision. AM, 
GW and SSB checkins are equally wel- 
come--obviously the net control sta— 
tions must have some CW proficiency, 

Where can we mix CW and phon» 
witheut making anyone unhappy? On 
160 meters--of course--where the 
modes shate the spectrum equally. 160 
also offers a band where QRM is min- 
imal and propagation is as good or bet. 
ter than 75 meters for point-to-point 
contact throughout Colorado, 

SSN was initiated in October 1970 
with two major objectives: first, to of- 
fer an outlet for message traffic going 
outside Colorado; second, to attract 
stations im all parts of Colorado for 
distribution of incoming traffic and in- 
trastate traffic, 

The first objective was rather easy 
to accomplish, SSN was made a part of 
the National Traffic System with reg- 
ular (every night) representation to the 
Twelfth Region Net (TWN) for getting 
Messages across state boundaries, 

The second objective has been only 
partially successful, We have plenty of 
Denver Metro stations anda few others 
in low-population-density areas, but so 
far we have yet to hear from such places 
as Colorado Springs, Pueble. Fort 
Collins or Grand Junction. Why? 

The answer is probably tied up in the 
choice of bands, It takes a little extra 
effort to get on 160 meters, Is it werth 
it? The SSN gang thinks so! 160 isa 
band to be rediscovered!

The FCC Finally Comes Through!! 


We felt that the following editorial 
which appeared in the July 1971 issue 
of the Aeronautical Amateur Radio Club 
"Collector and Emitter" was so pert- 
inent to amateur radio operation and 
the conduct of amateur radio operators 
that it should be reprintedfor readers 
of Zero Beat to consider as well,

for this issue), 

"If the reports currently being cir- 
culated are correct (and pray that they 
are), the FCC finally has made a move 
to clamp down on cheating aud lying so 
prevalent in connection with obtaining 
the Technician Class license, There 
are many honest and capable holders of 
Technician Class licenses. They, un- 
fortunately, have had their reputations 
besmearched (by association) by the 
liars and cheats who obtain their licen- 
ses by perjury.

A Sad Convention Finale For A Visitor 


As was reported briefly in the last 
month's issue of Zero Beat, Harry E. 
Legler, WAPB, of Hiawatha, Kan., had 
a "very poor ending! to bis visit to the

"Extra crystals for other VHF chan- 
nels and for the base rig at home, All 
gone!! Plus a preen cardboard com 
partmented box containing small parts, 
several VHF coax connectors, some 
never used, A box of half inch drive 
socket wrenches with rachet handle. 
Even a tire pressure gage and a flash- 
light was taken from the glove compart- 
ment, Also a hand-carried spot light 
with red flasher.
